been, and now are all Proteſtants, and for their Early and good Scrvices in 
the Rebellion of Forty One, were Rewarded ſo much of the Lord Maſkrey's 


Forfeited Eſtate as amounted to Two handred and 'thirty pound per Anz. | 
Which they enjoy'd till the ſaid Lord Muskry was Reſtor'd as a Proviſoe Man by the ' 
Court of Claims, for which they had no Reprizal. _ , Eo , 
That in the Year Eighty eight The Inhabitants of the ſaid Town at their own | 
Charge Arm'd themſelves, and appear'd. Zealous for the Proteſtant and His Majeſty's | 
Intereſt agaiaſt the Iriſh: And as an early demonſtration of their Zeal 1o their Reli- 
gion and Loyalty, they Diſarm'd a Troop of Horſe and tv © Foot Companies of the 
Triſh who were Quartered inthe ſaid Town. At the ſame time the Earl of C/ancarry 
with ſix Companies of his own Regiment was in view thereof. That ſoon aſter the 
Earl of Clancarty and Major General mc. Carty with an Army of 12000 Men Beſieged 
the ſaid Town, 4t was forc'd to Surrender and pay for the faid Inhabitants Ranſomes 
the Sum of Fifteen handred pound, which they took up at Intereſt from ſome Mer- 
chants in Cork, and entied into Bonds of 3o0o pound fcr the payment thereof. That 
notwithſtanding their Articles their Walls were Raz'd, their Perſons Stript, their Sub- 
tance Plunder'd, and to compleat their Miferies, they were to the Number of Five hun- 
dred during the Siege of Cork, driven by the 1ri/þ in a moſt Barbarous manner to 
the- Woods and Mountains art leaſt Twenty miles Weſtward of the Town, and thcre 
kept till rhe 7riſþ had Piunder'd their Houles of that little Subſtance that had eſcap'd 
their former Fury ; and after Ten days Pilgrimage 1n the Woods and Mountains, they 
were {ufter'd to Return Naked to their Stripp'd and Plunder'd Families. 
The Inhabitants of the ſaid Town being moſt of them Tradeſmen, have no way to 
Maintain themſelves but by their Induftry and Labour ; and Lying under an Impoſſi. 
bility of Diſcharging the Debt which is almoſt doubled by the Intereſt thereo! ; and 
the Perfons who advanc'd the fame, Threatning to put their Bonds in Suit, hath 
brought the ſaid Inhabitants under ſuch Diſcouragements that they dare not follow 
their Trades ; And are thereby Render'd uncapable to ſupply the Neceſſities of their 
Farailies. 

The Inhabirants of the ſaid Town have from time to time Repreſented their Con- 
dition to the ſeveral Governments that hath been ſince the Rebellion in this Kingdom ; 
who upon a Stri&t Enquiry and Examination cf their Cafe, Declar'd themſclves ve- | 
ry ſenſible of their great Suffterings and were of Opinion That the Circuinſtances of |

their Caſe were Particular and Different from any other of the Suffering Proteſtants 
of this Kingdom ; and the ſaid Inhabitants having likewiſe an opportunity of Repre- 
ſenting their Circumſtances to both Houſes of Parliament, they being fully inform'd 
of a True State thereof ; did moſt unanimously and zealously by their feveral Ad- 
dreſſes to the Goverment defire that the Caſe and Suffering of the ſaid Town might 
be effeually Recommended to His Majeſiy, and they have been Recommended ac- 
cordingly : And tho? the ſaid Inhabitants have hitherto had the good fortune to be 
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"Hat by their Letters of the 16th of this Inſtant Azgaſt. It appears that the ſgid Creditors have 
...- put their Bonds in Suit ; The Sherifts Officers having that Day Seiz'd of all their Goods, and | 
they bearing it's againſt their Perſons, likewiſe bavye ſeveral of thein quitted their Miſerable Familiess _
